Keen Interest In 
Field Days In 
The District 


During the past week a series of 
three field days were held at Elm- 
worth, Valhalla Centre and Peoria. 
In all a total of 250 farmers attended 
these courses. Dr. F. A. Wyatt of the 
Soils Division was the chief speaker. 
He was followed by A. Wilson of the 
School of Agriculture, speaking on 
forage crops. G. S. Black, District 
Agriculturist, spoke on live stock in 
the Peace River country. E. C. 
Stacey, assistant superintendent at 
Beaverlodge Experimental Substation, 
spoke at the Elmworth meeting on 
experiments in connection with some 
of the problems of small weeds. 

Dr. Wyatt told of the history of 
other parts of this province where 
soil fertility had dropped and the 
fibre content of the soil become so 
low that drifting had occurred and 
continued to occur. He spent much 
time in discussing the use of clovers, 
grasses and fertilizers. Showing in 
most cases the various kinds of fer- 
tilizers, what they can do and also 
where they may fail. Needless to 
say he stressed the _Premins of 
clovers on the wood soils and 

sses where it was so easi ac- 
complished. Older districts, though 
fully realizing the need of these 
crops, find it very difficult to start 
same, due to the movement of soil 
with very little wind. The audience 
in all cases plied -Dr. Wyatt with 
many questions and kept until 
late in the afternoon. 

Mr. Wilson told the story of the 
different grasses and clovers, the 
particular thing they could do, and 
discussed some of the peculiarities of 
zoch plant. Potholes to be avoided 
in sowing and hurvesting§ these 
grasses were stressed. Among the 
grasses discussed were crested wheat 
frase. brome, timothy and redtop. 

e growing of alsike for seed was 
also thoroughly gone into, and the 
results of year’s work with alfalfa 
at Vermilion. 

Mr. Black spoke on the formation 
of stallion clubs as well as the new 
bull exchange policy, particulars of 
which will be given publicity shortly.

Not all sociologists know or realize 
that revolutions have also changed. 
Revolutions have become revolu- 
tionized by being modernized. Un- 
known to you, in your own country, 
in your own city or town a revolu- 
tion can be performed without your 
participation. 

No more spectacular mob risings, 
flag displays, roll of drums and bar- 
ricades are needed to stir up 
imaginations to a frenzy, or to ornate 
artists’ war pictures. 

To their sentimentalism authors 
of revolutions have added’ several 
purely technical activities. At their 
command, or with their cooperation, 
they now only require a very re- 
stricted number of performers. 

With prudence they have become 
refractory to the idea of using in- 
surrections of the masses. A modern 
revolutionist knows that masses are 
difficult to handle;—they may be- 
come detrimental, producing sudden 
embarrassments, disorganization and 
chaos. 

To an ardent revclutionist. in order 
to reach rapidly a full benefit of 
radical changes, parliamentary ways 
and measures are too slow, almost 
ineffective and futile. 

By a sad experience, being con- 
fronted with a great deal of ignor- 
ance and apathy, he realizes the in- 
dolent indifference of the masses 
listenir.g to emollient exhortations 
and ever-ready to follow the pro-| 
of a victor: Fascism or 
Socialism. 

The Roman populace was kept 
appeased with bread donations and 
tickets for the circus: the present 
populace apparently is satisfied with 
relief doles and moving picture 
shows. While a docile yellow and 
controlled press is serving its public 
with rag-time literature and sensa- 
tional news of an equivocal source, | 
respectable publications strive with | 
sincere exhortations to improve very | 
unsatisfactory conditions. But these/| 
exhortations are accepted as useless | 
lamentations, jeremiads. Even the 
ignorants have become sceptics.

WATCH OUT FOR HIM!

It incapacitates more people than 
all vices, I am sure; and when it 
comes to creating unhappiness it has 
no equal. It is supreme at la,ing 
smoke-screens between you and op- 
portunity; and as a faithful ally of 
disease it prepares the way for its 
intrusion. It destroys self-confidence, 
establishes fear, and aby serves as 
a henchman to the grave itself. 

Worry is the opposite of faith: and 
in its presence there is no fortitude, 
poise of tranquility. 

Though it is intangible it is real. 
It is very subtle and often becomes 
fairly established before we know it. 

Problems of life, whatever the 
character, must be studied, decisions 
made, and actions taken. 

Here is where worry fools us. A 
study is made of a question, but there 
we stop: no, start!—start all over and 
study it again—never deciding, never 
acting, but just thinking and think- 
ing to no purpose. That is worry! 
It is a vice and a folly, not wholly 
unlike playing a fiddle with a file 
for a bow. 

But if we make a decision and take 
action on a problem the nerves, erst- 
while taut, relax; and before long 
are ready for work again, and thus 
they may grow strong by reasonable 
exercise. ‘ 

What would we think of a man 
who wore himself out going round 
and around in a small lot, wanting to 
go some place but unable to decide 
where or how? Well, that is what 
we do mentally when we worry. 

Not only do we waste valuable 
nerve force in this way but we 
weaken the mind and become pro- 
gressively less able to think deeply. 

The baneful effects of worry does 
not stop with the mind but extend to 
the body. It batters down the wall 
of resistance, and leaves you an easy 
prey to disease. 

Mrs. , not many months ago, 
had suffered .many weeks with her 
heart. When at last she was sent to 
the hospital it seemed doubtful if 
she would reach there alive. 

Mr. . feeling that he would 
never see his wife again, accom- 
panied her on the train two stations. 
Then disconsolate, fearful, his nerves 
wracked with «4 ticipated grief, he 
trudged 14 miles back through 20° 
below zero weather to an empty 
house, and with only the live stock 
to welcome him. 

And it happened!—the thing he 
feared. But not as he . His 
body resistance ral his whole 
frame limp, he did his chores as one 
in a daze. Wet feet during the next 
day’s chinook produced pneumonia 
which led to death. 

I had commented a few days be- 
fore on his courage of hauling all his 
hay the round trip of 45 miles the 
previous winter. But he said he 
didn’t mind it. He decided it had to 
be done and that he would not allow 
it to fret him. Well fortified in the 
first instance, he yielded to worry in 
the second one and collapsed. Of 
course the circumstances were vastly 
different, but nevertheless it was 
worry that killed him. 

To repeat, worry never serves a 
good purpose. It is worth a supreme 
effort to shun, which, when success- 
ful, increases one’s health and 
lengthens one’s days. 

Indecision as one of the principle 
avenues to, and assistant of, worry 
is often not recogni as such. It 
must be avoided. DECIDE! Usually 
it is much better to make a wrong 
decision than to make a worse mis- 
take of drifting into worry by in- 
decision. 

And inaction is another ally of 
worry. Cotnt your blessings, con- 
sider the troubles of others and offer 
help; pursue good reading, mem- 
orize, use any wholesome way of 
keeping the mind busy. 

The devout find succour in prayer 
and in the Scriptures. Perhaps 
trouble has a purpose—to get the 
mind off mundane things a while, 
when the correct sense of values may 
be gained.

| Weekly News Letter From 
Parliament B’ldgs, Ottawa

THE BUDGET 


As I mentional in my last article, 
the annual budget has been brought 
down. I did not say very much 
about it then, because I had not yet 
had the opportunity to study it. 
After the budget was read by the 
Minister of Finance the debate was 
adjourned until Monday of this week, 
when the reply from the official 
Opposition would be made. The 
House ex that this would be 
done on onday. However, before 
the Orders of the Day were called 
that day, Mr. Woodsworth, leader of 
the C.C.F. Party, moved the adjourn- 
ment of the House to discuss a 
matter of urgent public importance. 
This was in connection with what 
happened in Vancouver, when 700 
men were forcibly ejected from the 
post office and the Art Gallery in 
that city. Mr. Woodsworth was sup- 
ported by the leader of the Social 
Credit group and members of each 
of these groups. We felt that instead 
of tear gas bombs and police batons 
the men should be provided with 
work. 

A very bitter debate ensued. The 
government made its reply through 
the Honourable the Minister of 
Justice and the Minister of Labour, 
Mr. Rogers, and both of them gave 
very weak and evasive answers. We 
had been after the government con- 
tinuously for one month prior to the 
tragic turn of events, and on many 
occasions we had said that it was 
unfair on the part of the governn:ent 
to refuse to take some action, and 
that continued disregard of an acute 
problem could only terminate in 
trouble. What we had warned the 
government would happen, did hap- 


We cannot condone the action of 
the men for destroying public and 
private property; they had no right 
to do such a thing, but it must be 
remembered that this was done while 
they were still crazed with tear gas 
which had been thrown at them by 
the police. To say the least, that is 
certainly not the way to solve our 
unemployment problem. The govern- 
ment was aware of the situation, had 
been warned of it on several occa- 
sions, and must take responsibility 
for the disgraceful manner in which 
the situation was handled. It was 
exactly like the famous Regina riots 
under the Bennett regime. And so 
the day was taken up with our argu- 
ments and denunciations. 

To come back to the budget this 
year, the official spokesman for the 
Conservative Party was the Honour- 
able Earl Lawson. Usually this task 
is always done by the ieader of the 
Opposition, who this year, as every 
one knows is the Right Honourable 
R. B. Bennett. Mr. Lawson repre- 
sents the constituency of South York 
in Ontario. I know him quite well 
and have often conversed with him. 
He is a very intelligent young lawyer. 
and he has always appealed to me 
as most likely to provide the youthful 
leadership which the Conservative 
Party so sadly needs. I felt that it 
was indeed a great occasion for him. 
and that his opportunity could not 
come at a better time. 

The Conservative Party will soon 
be holding its Canada-wide conven- 
tion to choose a new leader and to 
formulate a new platform. Under 
such conditions, Mr. Lawson could 
have gone a long way to give some 
hope to the people of Canada that 
the Conservative Party had at last 
adopted ideals more in keeping with 
modern times and new economic 
conditions. But to the disappoint- 
ment of all, Mr. Lawson merely 
spoke about tariffs. He repeated 
over and over again that the indus- 
trial workers of this country must 
be protected, that industry must be 
protected. and so on, and as I sat in 
my seat and listened to his speech 
progress, the visions of a _ re-born 
Conseravtive Party slowly faded 
away to give place to disappoint- 
ment and a feeling of frustration. 
Gone was the golden opportunity 
that had been within his grasp; he 
could have done so much and he did 
so little. In conclusion, he proposed 
an amendment to the effect that no 
provision had been made in the 
budget to reduce the heavy burden 
of taxation upon the Canadian tax- 
payers. There is nothing in that. 
The phrase has been used by mem- 
bers of Parliament and others for 
the last sixty years. He did not sug- 
gest what the Conservative Party 
would be prepared to do to solve 
existinjz problems, he did not say 
that they would undertake a careful 
study of the rapid changes which our 
economic system is undergoing at the 
preesnt time: he knows these things, 
of that I feel sure. Is it possible 
that his hands were tied? Was there 
some influence which held him in 
check? If so, I wonder what it could 
be. 

The rest of the week was taken 
up with the continuation of the de- 
bate. The leader of the Social Credit 
group coniined his remarks mostly 
to the money problem. It has always 
seemed to us that in view of the fact 
that ws do have material and real 
wealth in abundance, that we can 
and do produce all of the goo@s which 
are necessary to our existence, plus 
an available surplus to exchange for 
the things which we do not produce, 
that our money system should be de- 
vised so as to place in the hands of 
the consumers at least those items of 
food, clothing and shelter which we 
have. Also, notwithstanding the em- 
phatic report of the committee of 
this House on agriculturzs! imple- 
ments, which is in line with the 
pledge given to the people of western 
Canada by western Liberal members 
time and time again, there are no re- 
ductions in the tariffs rates on these 
items in the budget. 


We believe that the farmers of 
western Canada must receive con- 
sideration in order that their cost uf 
production will permit them to com- 
pete upon the markets of the world. 
More than that, in order to 
mine the attitude of the Liberal Party 
once and for all on the question of 
low tariffs, we introduced the fol- 
lowing amendments in association 
with the C.C.F. Party. We had to do 
it in this way, because only one 
amendment to the t can 
be brought in. 


Immediately prior to introdu 
the amendment, Mr. Coldwell 
as follows: “How many Liberals in 
this House actually believe in the 
Liberal platform, and are prepared 
to practice what that latform 
preaches?

couptry. 

“That to these ends, wheat, 
wheat flour and all the products 
of wheat, the principal articles of 
tood, farm implements and mach- 
inery and repair parts thereof, 
reugh and dressed lumber, 
line, illuminating lubricating and 
fuel oils, etc. net twines and 
fishermen’s equipment, cements 
and fertilizers, should be free from 
customs duties as well as the raw 
material entering into the same.” 


Concluding his remarks, he said: 


“These are not my words, they are 
the worris of the Liberal Party which 
has been in office for fourteen years 
since those promises were placed in 
their platform and on oe And 
then came the vote. ou will be 
amazed to hear that only one Liberal 
Mr: Harry Leader, M.P., for Portage 
la Prairie, had the courage to sup- 
port his policies by his vote.

PENITENTIARY 


From time to time articles appear- 
ing in the daily press have made 
people aware of the fact that a Royal 
Commission to investigate the penal 
system of Canada was at work. This 
Commission was appointed on the 
27th of February, 1936, and was 
composed of the Honourable J. 
Archambault, Judge of the Superior 
Court of Quebec; R. W. Craig, Esq., 
K.C., Winnipeg, Manitoba, and Harry 
W. Anderson, Esq., journalist of 
Toronto, Ontario. 

This Commission travelled all over 
the United States and Great Britain 
to study the penitentiary of 
those countries. I have no doubt 
that they gathered a vast amount of 
knowledge, because the report which 
they have just tabled contains 417 
pages. Some very interesting things 
are brought up by this report, 
namely, the attempt made upon Tim 
Buck at the Kingston Penitentiary. 
Because of what the report says, 
some newspapers and certain politi- 
cians are attempting to make people 
believe that no weight can be at- 
tached to this phase of the repo: 
because the evidence was gather 
from criminals. Lewy ~ ogy the 
Commissioners go so far as recom- 
mend the of General 
Ormond, Superintendent of Peni- 
tentiaries. Their evidence was not 
gathered from criminals, only but 
from the "| eee of Kingston Peni- 
tentiary itself. 

On Page 82 of the report, His 
Honor Judge Desroche, delivering 
judgment on the 6th of July, 1932, 
said in part as follows: “There is no 
evidence that you were an instigator 
of the assembly which developed into 
this riot; then secondly, I did not be- 
lieve you instigated the riot but 
rather I believe that you had an 
honest desire that no harm should 
come to either person or property.’ 

The report definitely proves that 
an attempt to murder Tim Buck was 
made, and no matter what is done to 
try to discredit the report, the public 
generally will be aware that our 
prison system is so badly adminis- 
tered that the immediate dismissal 
of the Superintendent has been 
recommended. That speaks for 
itself. 

Next week the Bank of Canada 
will be dealt with. There is now a 
resolution on the Order Paper pro- 
posing that the government shall 
purchase the outstanding shares of 
the Bank of Canada and make it a 
complete public institution. 

There is more to this, however, 
than there would appear to be at 
first glance, so watch for next week’s 
article on the Bank of Canada.

After the Czech crisis, in 
which Mr. Chamberlain found him- 
self forced hastily to line up with 
France and Russia in order to fore- 
stall a new German drive of some 
sort, comes now the crisis provoked 
by the deliberate bombing of French

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Botanical Notes For Month Of July 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 


Plant life is in its prime early this 
month, but before July has sped 
away there will be many signs that 
Nature is, on the wane. Those 
thousands of plants which with the 
advent of spring had breathlessly 
rushed into bloom have now set seed 
with the resultant death of their 
flowers. It is true there are many 
more to come, but not so many as 
before, and as the season advances 
they necessarily become less and 
less; so those collectors who, for 
many reasons, have deferred their 
collecting should now think really 
seriously of making-a start. 


There are many college and school 
students who are required to provide 
pressed and mounted collections of 
plants at the beginning of the en- 
suing term and who can, if they 
start now, find with little trouble 
excellent material. 


At this time every year the sze.ne 
questions arise rega the col- 
lection, preservation and mounting 
of plant specimens: How can I col- 
lect plants in the best possible way? 
How can I preserve them? How can 
I mount them? How can I do all 
this so as to get good marks for my 
practical work? 


You'll never really 
know the thrill of 


The Dominion Botanist, Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa, will 
gladly pele you by sending, upon re- 
quest, full directions. Moreover, if 
there is doubt—and there invariably 
is—about the naming of specimens, 
he will identify them for you, pro- 
viding collections are sent in the 
manner described in the circular of 
direction. 


It is not possible, in this short 
article, to give a list of plants which 
flower in July; collectors may, how- 
ever, look for their specimens in a 
somewhat methodical manner ac- 
cording to habitat, which is the 
habitation or natural home of the 
various species. 


For instance, those who are for- 
tunate enough to reside near the sea- 
shore and adjacent cliffs will find 
plants peculiar to these habitats. 
Plants which grow at high altitudes, 
such as botanists describe as “alpine,” 
may be collected on uplands and 
mountains oy those who have chosen 
a mountaineering vacation; but they 
must not forget that there are also 
swamp-loving plants, many and 
varied, that add much to the value of 
collections. Persons who are at- 
tracted by the seductive shade and

Those 
students who, last year, delayed mak- 
ing collections until they returned to 
college will remember how very 
difficult it was to make up the re- 
cjuired number of mounts, and how 
few marks the quality of their speci- 
mens gained for them. 

These plant collections, if made in 
a methodical and careful manner, 
will constitute a labor of love. To 
make friends with kindly Mother 
Nature and Earth is the realization 
of an ideal. It is to understand the 
meaning of peace and comfort; a 
state sought in treacherous places by 
many, and therefore found by few. 


Robert Service had evidently real- 
ized this ideal when he composed his 
short poem, “Comfort,” in which he 
suggests that in spite of the fact that 
a man has lost nearly everything— 
his wife, business, health and hope— 
indeed all that makes like worth 
living—-there is still something left to 
bring comfort, and that is Nature in 
the form of sunshine, the big blue 
sky, the smiling earth, singing birds, 
“flowers aflinging all their iragrance 
on the breeze,” dancing shadows, and 
green, still meadows, 


There is undoubtedly supreme 
comfort and peace to be realized by 
the collector of plants, especially the 
city man, whose sophisticated life is 
often a sedentary and monotonous 
one. He will find welcome relief, if 
only for a short time, in leaving be- 
hind his every-day business anxie- 
ties and social obligations—even his 
automobile—for a scene of ineffable 
stimulation and encouragement in a 
retreat of quiet communion with 
Mother Nature; and thus return bet- 
ter equipped for the fight in the 
great battle of life.

BANK OF MONTREAL 


CROP REPORT, No. 3 


MONTREAL, June 23.—A brief 
synopsis of telegraphic reports re- 
ceived at the head office of the Bank 
of Montreal from its branches was 
issued today, as follows: 


. General 


Crop . conditions throughout the 
Dominion continue the favorable 
progress which has marked the sea- 
son to date, prospects in general be- 
ing satisfactory and over large areas 
excellent. In the Prairie Provinces 
moisture conditions are satisfactory 
over most of the wheat-growing 
area and crops on the whole are 
making good growth. In some re- 
gions, however, particularly north- 
ern Alberta, northern Saskatchewan 
and parts of southern Manitoba, 
where precipitation has been light, 
crops are suffering from lack of 
moisture and good rains are urgently 
needed to halt deterioration. Grass- 
hoppers, cutworms and wireworms 
have caused some damage in scat- 
tered districts of Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan. In Quebec _ province 
field crops and trec fruits are doing 
well, though additional rainfall is 
needed over wide areas. In Ontario 
crop prospects generally are ex- 
cellent, with grains, canning crops, 
hay crops, small fruits, apples and 
tobacco progressing satisfactorily. In 
Maritime Provinces warm weather 
and rains have benefited crops gen- 
eral’'y, and prospects are good for 
both field and fruit crops. In 
British Columbia early hay crops are 
light, grain crops are making satis- 
factory growth, and fruit crops gen- 
erally are in good condition, but 
rain is needed in all districts. 


Alberta 


Favorable weather has promoted 
rapid growth and the condition of 
the crops generally is satisfactory, 
although rain is needed badly in the 
northwest, including the Peace River 
district, and in the northeast dis- 
tricts, also in some areas in the ex- 
treme south. In other districts tiere 
is sufficient moisture so far, but 
general rains are required soon. 
Grasshoppers are active in central 
and southern areas, but damage has 
been slight. Pasturage is good. 
Sugar beets are growing well. 


Saskatchewan 


General crop conditions continue 
satisfactory. Wheat is stooling well 
and coarse grains have germinated 
evenly. Lack of moisture in the 
northern districts, and at scattered 
points in the southwest and extreme 
southeast, has caused some damage 
to wheat crops and good rains are 
needed immediately to check further 
deterioration. Grasshoppers are num- 
erous and cutworms and wireworms 
have injured crops in many districts. 


Manitoba 

Crops generally are making satis- 
factory progress, particularly in the 
west-central and northwestern areas. 
The wheat plant is about 8 inches in 
height and stooling well. In the 
southern part of the province crops 
are in need of moisture and good 
rains are now required to prevent 
deterioration. Pastures are in good 
condition. 


Province of Quebec 


Eastern Townships and Ottawa 
Valley—-Seeding is completed and 
growth generally has been good. 
Root crops are making satisfactory 
progress. A hay crop is in- 
dicated but moisture would bene- 
ficial in certain districts. Pastures 
are in very good condition. Fruit 
trees are progressing favorably. 
Strawberries are plentiful and are 
already on the market. 

Lower St. Lawrencn and Lake St. 
John District—Seeding and planting 
of root crops is practically completed. 
Ha; is making good progress, though 
lack of rain has reterded growth in 
some districts. Grass pastures yen- 
erally are in good condition, 


° Ontario 


Favorable growing weather has 
prevailed and peaerally crop pros- 
pects are excellent. all wheat is 
well headed and an early harvest is 
expected; straw is of good length and 
color. Spring grains are an even 
stand and well advanced. Canning 
crops are progressing satisfactorily.

minated well and the present warm 


weather is beneficial. Cutting of a 
heavy crop of clover has com- 
menced. Pastures are in good con- 
dition. An average yield of small 
fruits of good quality is expected. 
Apples have set well and indications 
are tavorable. Tobacco plants have 
progressed satisfactorily and are in 
neaithy condition. 


Maritime Provinces 


Warm weather and rains have 
benefited crops generally. Seeding 
is mow compieted or nearly so in 
most districts. Potatoes and other 
root crops are making good progress. 
Conditions have been tavorable and 
considerable satisfactory growth is 
already reported. Pastures continue 
in good condition. The prospects of 
a good hay crop are very favorable. 
The set of apple trees in the Anna- 
polis Valley has been very good in 
most varieties. The set of plums has 
been fair and that of pears and cher- 
ries heavy and good, respectively. 
Strawberries and blueberries promise 
well. 

British Columbia 

The weather has continuel warm 
and dry, with some showers, but rain 
is needed in all districts. Early hay 
crops are light but are being har- 
vested under ideal conditions, The 
first cut of alfalfa is good and grain 
crops are making satisfactory growth. 
Strawberries of good quality are 
moving to market in volume. Rasp- 
berries are expected to yield 65 per 
cent of an average crop. Roots and 
vegetables are making satisfactory 


growth, Cherries are ripening well 
and shipments will commence 
shortly. Orchards are in good con- 


dition and the following tree fruits 
yields are now indicated: Cherries 85 
per cent of average, apples and pears 
yO per cent, peaches 80 per cent, 
apricots and plums 90 per cent. 
Fests of codlin moth, onion maggots 
and cutworms are above normal. 
irrigation water is plentiful and pas- 
turage is ample at the present time, 
but range lands are drying out and 
are in need of rain. 


THE WORLD 
OF WHEAT

cease,” the Bible tells us.

prising number of maxims ; 
precepts about agriculture, setting 
forth the advantages of the urs ol 


good seed, of proper cultivation of 
the soil, of keeping weeds down and 
so forth. In fact it is not too much 
to say that if a farmer today were 
to operate according to the many in- 
junctions given in the Bible, that he 
would simply be carrying out the 
advice given by the most modern 
agricultural authorities — and yet 
these biblical injunctions were 
written thousands of years ago. 


This year, 1938, is the four hun- 
dredth anniversary of the first print- 
ing of the Great English Bible, which 
took place in 1538, This was the 
first complete Bible in the English 
language that was authorized by 
ecclesiastical authorities for use in 
English churches, and it was only 
displaced in 1610 by that very 
miracle of English literature, the re- 
vised King James or Authorized 
Version as we have it today. 

No doubt when the promise was 
made to us in Genesis that “Seed 
time and harvest shall not cease’’ it 
was based upon the assumption that 
farmers would carry out the good 
agricultural practices as advised in 
the ancient and good Books. 


Following factors have tended to 
raise price: Rust spreading in the 
United States and injury apparent in 
threshing returns; frost damage 
greater than expected—-More precipi- 
tion needed over Canadian and 
American spring wheat belts—Bread 
shortage becoming more apparent in 
Italy—Very dry in important central 
Volga section—-Lack of adequate 
rainfall affects Danubian = spring 
crops. 

Following factors have tended to 
lower price: European crops may be 
slightly larger than 1937 — Russia 
offering new crop wheat, barley and 
rye — Argentine weather continues 
favorable for new crops—India mak- 
ing substantial wheat shipments— 
Argentine wheat acreage estimate 
larger than last year — Manchuria 
plans to increase soy bean produc- 
tion. 


SEARLE PRECIPITATION REPORT 
No. 4 


(Compiled from 182 Rain Gauge 
Reports.) 


Combining the precipitation that 


occurred last autumn during the 
months of August, September and 
October, and the rains which have 


fallen this year from April 1 to June 
18, inclusive, and weighting for 
wheat acreage, the moisture condi- 
tion in Alberta on June 18 was 92% 
of normal as compared with 97% for 
the previous week, and 98% for the 
week before that. 

For Saskatchewan, on June 18, the 
condition was 86% as compared with 
89% for the previous week, and 84% 
for the week before that. 

For Manitoba, on June 18, the con- 
dition was 84° as compared with 
87% for the previous week, and 86% 
for the week before that. 

Taking the three prairie provinces 
as a unit, the weighted average on 
June 18 was 88% of normal, as com- 
pared with 90% at the same time last 
week, and 89% for the week before 
that. 

The use of moisture by the young 
plant up to this stage of its growth 
is comparatively small. From now 
on, however, the moisture utilization 
increases rapidly. Due to this fact, 
therefore, the importance of the 
moisture situation is accentuated at 
this time. 


PLANT DISEASE SPECIMENS 
(Experimental Farms Note.) 

There exists in each province in 
Canada at least one laboratory where 
specimens of diseased plants may be 
sent for identification. The re- 
search workers stationed at these 
laboratories are employed on prob- 
lems relating to the more trouble- 
some diseases of the cultivated crops 
of the provinces in which their 
laboratories are located. Thus the 
workers in Saskatchewan are chiefly 
concerned with cereal crop diseases. 
At the same time most of these men 
have a general knowledge of the 
principal diseases of all the plants 
commonly grown in their region, and 
if more detailed information is 


needed they know where to obtain it. 


Growers whose crops are affected 
vy disease may send specimens to 
the nearest laboratory of plant path- 
ology for examination. Usually the 
plant pathologists are able to sug- 
gest means of contvolling the infec- 
tion, although this is not always the 
case. There are certain plant dis- 
eases for which no _ satisfactory 
methods of control are yet known, 

Those sending specimens for diag- 
nosis can assist the plant pathologists 
considerably by. observing certain 
rules in preparing the specimens for 
shipment, states R. C. Russell, Dom- 
inion Laboratory of Plant Pathology, 
University of Saskatchewan, 
toon. The whole plant 
sent if it is not too large. If the 
plants are small several should be 
sent. Specimens should be thoroughly 
dried before they are mailed, so that 
they will not spoil in transit. Leaves 
and flowers may be pressed and 
dried between sheets of newspaper in 
order to preserve their shape 
appearance. Each specimen should 
be carefully labelle. with the place 
and date of collection and the name 
of the collector. Specimens may be 


should be 


placed between sheets of cardboard 
for protection from breakage in the 
mail. A letter should be sent ex- 


plaining the nature and extent,of the 
trouble as observed by the collector. 


Information on plant diseases can 
be obtained from the Dominion 
Laboratories of Plant Pathology at 


Winnipeg, Saskatoon and Edmonton. | 


TOMATO AND CELERY BLIGHTS 
(Experimental Farms Note.) 


Tomato and celery blights are 
caused by parasitic fungi which, un- 
der favorable conditions, attack the 
leaves and sometimes the stems of 
the plants, killing various sized areas 
and frequently resulting in severe 
defoliation in the case of tomatoes 
and a withering of the older leaves 
of celery. Severe attacks, particularly 
early in the season, stunt the growth 
of the plants and reduce the market- 
able crop, states J. K. Richardson, 
Dominion Laboratory of Plant Path- 
ology, St. Catharines, Ontario. 

Since these blights are parasitic 
they can usually be readily con- 
trolled by careful and adequate spray 
measures, but similar recommenda- 
tions are not applicable to both crops 
on account of a variation in their 
tolerance to fungicides. While celery 
benefits from applications of copper 
fungicides, even when blights are not 


present, tomatoes should not be 
sprayed except to control the dis- 
eases. 

The recommendations for the con- 
trol of celery blights are to apply a 
copper fungicide Bordeaux mixture 
4-4-40 or Burgundy mixture 4-5-40 
(copper sulphate and sal soda and 


water) at least twice to the seedling 
plants and every seven to ten days 
in the field, preferably before rather 
than following rains. Rapidly grow- 
ing plants require the more frequent 
applications since it is essential that 
the new growth be thoroughly cov- 
ered with the _ fungicide. These 
blights may also be controlled by a

20-8 dehydrated copper’ sulphate 


plus lime dust, provided they are 
treated when the air is still and the 
plants are wet with dew. 

In the case of tomatoes, when 
blights are present it is advisable to 
spray with Bordeaux 4-35-40 in the 


| seedbed as well as in the field. Since 


growth may be retarded by the ap- 
plication of the fungicide, particu- 
larly if applied close to the trans- 
planting period, it is advisable, unless 
the blights are causing severe dam- 
age, to withhold the spray for five to 
seven days before, and five to six 
weeks after transplanting.

Up by CBC New Mobile Unit 


The CBC Mobile Unit, latest thing 
in portable broadcasting stations, 
will begin operations in western 
Canada, 12 to 12:30 p.m., when R. T. 
Bowman, CBC “actuality” man, does 
a composite sound picture of the Cal- 
gary Stampede, world-famous as- 
sembly of bronchos and _ broncho- 
busters which meets annually in the 
foothills city. From his “station on 
wheels” Bowman will give a rapid- 
fire account of the most stirring 
spectacles of this greatest-of-all cow- 
punching jamborees. 

From Calgary the mobile unit goes 
to Banff, where on July 13 it is 
scheduled to broadcast again (6 to 7 
p.m.), giving a sound picture of the 
famous Banff National Park. On 
July 27 it will be at Jasper, telling 
the sto of the equally celebrated 
Jasper ational Park and its in- 
habitants, wild and tame. Wedres- 
day, August 19. sees the unit at 
Prince Albert National Park, in Sas- 
katchewan; and on August 24 it will 
broadcast from Riding Mountain 
National Park, Manitoba. 


Last Word in Technique 


The new mobile equipment re- 
cently acquired by the CBC is the 
last word in modern broadcasting 
technique—-a broadcasting and re- 
cording unit, most modern of its kind 
in the world, and the first of several 
ultimately to be put into operation 
throughout Canada, as part of the 
equipment of the Special Events De- 
partment of the Corporation. De- 
signed and constructed under the 
supervision of CBC engineers, the 
unit was demonstrated for the first 
time last week to newspapermen in 
Toronto. 

Consisting of a large van and tow- 
ing car and constructed primarily for 
the purpose of bringing to Canadian 
and international listeners broad- 
casts of special events as they occur 
throughout the Dominion, the unit 
also will make possible a new tech- 
nique in recorded programs. The 
technique to be followed will be 
radio’s closest approach to that used 
in motion pictures. 

Completely equipped with 


wave transmitting and receiving, the 
unit can be used for almost every 
type of broadcast, such as opening 
of bridges, sports events, festivals, 
plowing matches, and parades. Such 
broadcasts, when carried as well by 
the large American chains, will assist 
materiaily in the development of im- 
portant international exchanges, It 
will provide many actuality broad- 
casts indigenous to Canada and prove 
invaluable as a means of advertising 
Canada in other countries. 


Recording Equipment 

A feature of the unit’s equipment 
is its recording machinery which, for 
the first time on this continent, will 
be used for the presentation of spe- 
cial actuality programs. This mach- 
inery enables a CBC commentator 
to make sound pictures of places of 
interest, edit them by eliminating 
superfluous material and weave them 
into a central theme of script and 
music. In the national park broad- 
casts, sound pictures of campfire and 
fishing scenes, bird songs, interviews 
with game wardens, fire rangers and 
guides in the national parks will be 

resented. The unit passed through 

innipeg June 12, en route to Banff 
to start this work. Next year it is 
planned to make similar sound pic- 
tures called “Summer Over ew 
Brunswick,” “Summer Over Nova 
Scotia,” riuch along the lines of 
“Summer Over the British Isles,” 
presented with marked success by 
me British Broadcasting Corpora- 

on. 

Pack Sets 


The unit is equipped with two 
ultra short-wave portable pack sets. 
These sets, which can be carried on 
the backs of commentators, can 
transmit up to a distance of three- 
quarters of a mile. The broadcast 
can be picked up by a special ultra 
short-wave receiver in the unit and 
then fed to the network. For broad- 
casts originating in places where the 
unit cannot be taken a_ portable 
40-watt transmitter, capable of 
radiating up to a distance of 50 miles, 
can used. The unit also can 
broadcast while in motion. Electrical 
power for the operation of the unit 
when not near an ordinary source of 
supply can be generated by a saso- 
line generator in the trunk compart- 
ment of the towing car. This can 
supply 2,000 watts power, equivalent

The van, which weighs 3,300 
pounds, is completely shielded by 
copper screening to eliminate electro- 
static and other foreign interference. 
Internally it is treated with rock- 
wool for acoustie absorption to cor- 
rect internal reverberation and to 
reduce pick-up of extraneous noises 
from the microphone. The ceiling 
and all walls are covered with heav- 
ily perforated plywood. Fully 
equipped inside for the comfort of 
the engineers and commentators, the 
unit possesses pullman seats which 
can be converted into a double bed.

DEAN E. A. HOWES 


Dean E. A. Howes is head of the 
Faculty of Agriculture of the Uni- 
versity of Alberia Edmonton. Nearly 
everyone in western Canada knows 
this, but what is not so well known 
is that as a raconteur of rural folk 
tales and a mine of information con- 
cerning country life in Canada dur- 
jing the better part of two genera- 
tions the Dean is unsurpassed. 

On Friday, July 1, 7:45 to 8 p.m., 
and for eleven weeks thereafter, the 
CBC will bring Dean Howes to the 
micropinone at Edmonton for a series 
of talks to the national audience 
under the title of “Other Days.”

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TEETHING 


During the years when the baby 
teeth are coming through the gums 
and the child is said to be teething, 
it is a common belief that any one of 
the numerous ills from which the 
young child may suffer can be fairly 


put down as being due to teething. 
If a rash develops, it is called a 
teething rash. The young mother is 
told that the cold in the head, the 
crying, the restlessness, the upset 
stomach are all due to teething, and 
that there is no reason for her 
thinking anything else. In some 
cases this simple explanation has led 
to serious results. We try to prevent 
diarrhoeas in children by proper 
feedings, but, if the condition does 
occur, it is known by those who have 
the responsibility of aring for such 
cases that prompt treatment, right at 
the start, is needed, and that delay 
in securing proper treatment early 
exposes the child’s life to danger. 
The delay which occurs in seeking 
treatment is very often explained by 
the mother on the grounds that she 
thought, as she had been told by 
friends, that attacks of diarrhoea 
were to be expected as a result of 
teething and that the condition 
would clear up, of itself, when the 
tooth was cut, 

Teething is a normal event, and 
most babies go through the period 
in an easy manner and with so little 
evidence of what is happening that 
the parent is surprised on seeing the 
white point which is baby’s first 
tooth. Some children do suffer evi- 
dent pain, and such children are apt 
to be fretful and to suffer from 
broken sleep, with the result that 
they are not up to. their usual stand- 
ard of fitness. 

The point which we wish to make 
is simply this—it is not safe to as- 
sume that uwething is responsible for 
whatever happens to a child during 
the teething period. Conditions that 
arise during the teething period are 
to be dealt with properly, and are 
not to be considered as being of no 
particular importance. A realization 
of this will save many infants from 
neglect-through misunderstanding of 
the actual facts.

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Use of Hormones 
In Growing Plants 
From The Green- 
Wood Cuttings 


(Experim cntal 


Farms Note) 


Those who read horticultural jour- 
nals have noticed frequent refer- 
ences during the past two years to 
so-called plant hormones, or growth 
substances, states R. W. Oliver, 
Division of Horticulture, Central Ex- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa. Many 
persons have become interested in 
the various claims as to the marvels 
the hormones will produce, and 
probably have decided to try them 
ior themselves some day 

hese substances have been dis- 
covered as a result of man’s curiosity 
to learn why plants turned towards 
the light; why stems grew up and 
roots grew down, and why callus 
growth formed when stems. are 
wounded, 

Scientists found that all the above 
reactions are due to the presence in 
the plant of a group of substances 
known as auxins. These are manu- 
factured just below the immediate 
tip of terminal growth and flow 
downward in the plant. They stimu- 
late the rate of cell division and en- 
largement and consequently cause 
growth, As they are destroyed by 
light their presence becomes more 
abundant on the shaded side of 
stems. This causes more rapid 
growth of this side of the stem with 


a resultant bending towards the 
light. 

When plants are wounded, the 
auxins, carried downwards in the 


phloem or bark tissue, become con- 
centrated at the wound, The result 


is stimulation of the growth of 
phloem tissue, producing the callus 
which eventually heals over the 


wound, cr in the case of a cutting, 
the basal end. 

One of the naturally occurring 
substances was identified as indole- 
acetic acid, and the logical thing to 
do following this discovery was to 
see if this substance prepared and 
applied to the plant artificially 
would stimulate growth in any way 
that would be ureful in practical 
horticulture. 

The first field of effort to receive 
publicity was the treatment of cut- 
tings to promote more rapid callus 
formation and root development. Not 
only indoleacetic acid was tried but 
many substances of somewhat simi- 
lar molecular make-up. Several of 
these substances proved successful in 
speeding up the root formation on 
certain species of plants and the dis- 
covery was Hailed as a modern 
miracle and the solution of problems 
of plant propagation. 

In some cases this has proved cor- 
rect. Several plant species react 
favorably to treatment and produce 
more roots in a shorter time from 
treated cuttings than from untreated 
ones. The result is easier production 
of new plants of these species. In- 
dustry has, of course, taken up the 
discovery and already there are 
several commercial preparations on 
the market. These have as_ their 
active ingredient indoleacetic, indole- 
butyric or naphthylacetic acids. As 
they vary in strength the treatments 
vary considerably. Consequently the 
manufacturer’s directions should be 
followed closely for each species of 
plant. In so far as they have been 
tested at the Central Experimental 
Farm at Ottawa, the manufacturer’s 
recommended treatments have proved 
the most effective for each species, 
All these substances must be used 
carefully, however, and must not be 
regarded as a foolproof method of 
rooting cuttings. 


In general the treatment is to 
make the cuttings in the ordinary 
manner for the particular’ species. 


Then to dip, or let the basal end of 
these cuttings stand in a powder or 
solution of the chemical for a period 
of time before planting in the root- 
ing medium, During treatment the 
cutting must not be crowded or 
treated in a dark room or moist 
atmosphere, as all these conditions 
would tend to slow down transpira- 
tion and reduce the amount of chem- 
ical absorbed. On the other hand, 
cuttings treated in a hot dry atmos- 
phere or in bright sunshine would 
absorb too much or become wilted. 


After treatment the same careful 
handling and cultural practice must 
be carried out as in the case of 
untreated cuttings to prevent wilting 
of the foliage until roots are formed. 

As the success of treatment de- 
pends first on the absorption of the 
chemical by the cutting, the treat- 
ment of hardwood cuttings is not so 


successful «3s that of greenwood, or 
leafy ones, where transpiration- 
evaporation of moisture from the 
leaves—creates an active current 
through the cutting to absorb the 
solution in which the cutting is 


stood, 

As to the recommendation of these 
chemicals, in general, it may be said 
that plants which normally root from 
cuttings easily, or with moderate 
difficulty, will root more quickly and 
have a greater number of roots per 
cutting when treated. Some plants 
which are normally difficult to root, 
such as Juniperus Cannartii or Pfit- 
zeriana, will root quite easily when 
treated with 60-80 parts per million 
of indolylbutyric, or naphthylacetic 
acid, while others, such as spruce 
and the hardier varieties of apple, 
have as yet defied all efforts to 
grow “hem in satisfactory quantities, 

Plants vary in their reactions to 
treatment just as humans do, This 
werk is still in the experimental 
stage. Each species and in some 
cases each variety must ‘be tested 
separately before optimum  treat- 
ments can be recommended.

A By-Law of the Village of Clairmont 
Respecting the Early Closing of Shops 

WHEREAS, by in Act o provid 
ifor the Warly Closing of Shops being 
|; Chapter 127 of the Revised Statutes of 
| Alberta, 1022, the council of any vill- 
oge empowered to pass a4 by-law 
| fixing the hours of the several days of 
fthe week at and after which all shops 
are to be closed for serving customers, 

NOW THEREFORE, the Municipal 
Council of the Village of Clairmont, 
duly assembled, enacts as follows: 

1 All shops within the Village of 
| Clairmont shall be closed at the hour 
of 6.30 of the clock in the afternoon + & 
every business day, and shall remain 
closed until five of the clock in the 
forenoon of the next following day. 

2. The foregoing section shall not 
apply during the month of May or ‘he 
period from August 5th to October 
15th or to the evenings of the follow- 
ing days: 

(a) Saturdays, 

(9) The day immediately pre- 
ceding any day which may be a 
holiday by statute or by procla- 
mation of the Governor General of 
Canada in Ceunceil or by procla- 
mation of the Reeve of the Village 
of Clairmont. 

3. Nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed to render unlawful the con- 
tinuance in a shop after the hour ap- 
pointed herein for the closing thereof 
vf any customers who were in the

Was Successful Stock Breeder—Fine
